Pacifica  Players  presents  a  modern  English  version  of  Lessing's  18th  century 
comic-drama,  NATHAN  THE  WISE.  Inspired  by  the  personality  of  Moses  Mendels- 
sohn, the  German  philosopher,  his  friend  Gotthold  Ephraim  Lessing,  son  of  a 
Protestant  minister,  undertook  the  writing  of  a  "dramatic  poem"  that  would  deal 
with  the  universality  of  mankind.  Only  after  his  death  did  the  drama  conquer  the 
theatres  of  Germany.  It  was  first  produced  In  Weimar,  in  1801,  in  an  adaptation 
by  Schiller,  under  the  direction  of  Goethe.  Since  then  it  has  been  played  over 
and  over  again,  and  all  denominations  believing  in  the  brotherhood  of  men 
claim  It  as  "their"  play. 

In  1943,  after  a  ban  of  22  years,  NATHAN  THE  WISE  became  the  first  play  to 
be  performed  on  the  stage  of  Berlin  after  the  surrender  of  Nazism.  Today  It  Is 
one  of  the  most  frequently  performed  plays  In  Germany  and  during  1960-61  it 
enjoyed  over  520  performances  on  22  different  stages. 

The  production  by  Pacifica  Players  was  translated,  adapted  and  directed  by 
Otto  Waldls  In  order,  according  to  Mr.  Waldis,  "to  bring  this  great  human  docu- 
ment to  my  new  country  as  a  dedication  and  a  gift."
